Sudan Decides 

HE Sudan porliament has 

finally made the bistorle 
decision which has been 
awaited fur sume time past 
and has preclaimed the 
Sudan un independent re- 
public, It ia a clean cut 
from Anglo-Exyptian — in- 
Nuence; a courugeous 
netion, To the Sudanese will 
wo the best wishes of all 
their friends for the coun- 
try's future success, 
wo alternatives have con- 
fronted the Sudanese 
lenders—complete indepen- 
dence or some sort of union 
with Egypt, Popular senti- 
ment bas strongly favoured 
the rat choice, and this has 
been reinforced by the 
knowledge that under Bri- 
tinh tulelnye during the 
past half century, | the 
Sudanese have become Cully 
qualified for and capable of 
xelf-government, They hive 
the necessary personnel for 
running the civil service 
and are thoroughly versed 
in administration, 
the country’s 
towards complete iIndepeu- 
dence has been wholly 
evolutionary. ‘The decision 
made yesterday wan ho 
anap one, born of a sudden 
emotion, Several factors and 
developments over a lengthy 
period influenced — pariia- 
ment tuking the final 
slep. 

HE first, and undoubtedly 
the most iinportant, was 
Uritain'’s willingness in 1963 
to withdraw her rulers, The 
auction removed from the 
minds of the Sudanese 
suspicions that the country 
would have to put up with o 
camouflaged form = of in- 
dependence. It gave the 
Sudanese a feeling of con- 
fulence and u sense of fit: 
Leas, 

further stimulation for 
complete independence was 
provided by the deposition 
of General Naguib in 
Egypt. This helped to break 
what had previously been 
strong ties with Egypt. 
Naguib wat personaly 
popular with the Saqane. ey 
his AUCCUNMOL, Colonel 
Nasser bas tot the same 
appeal for ther, ‘hue 
prospect of union with 
Egypt immediately became 
lesa attrachive. 
the Sudanese 
leaders might have remain- 
ed exercised In their minds 
whether to declare for com- 
plete independence or union 
with Egypt had not the 
Keyyptian government gross- 
ly overplayed its hand in 
the Sudan, creating the im- 
pression that it) was pre- 
paring to break the terms 
of the 1962 agreement, This 
produced a reaction of re- 
sistance and mistrust. 
GYPT can be expected to 

feel some disappointment 
over the Sudanese decision 
to cinim independence and 
self-government, yet it is 
doubtful whether a ¢o- 
venanted union between the 
two countries would have 
proved successful. The 
validity of ties between the 
Sudan and Egypt are not 
disputed, and it is necessary 
that there should exist good 
neighbourly relations. Such 
relations, however, sre more 
likely to: be cemented {f the 
two atates are sovereign and 
independent.

‘HOMOSEXUALS _IN 


PARLIAMENT’ 


BREACH OF 
PRIVILEGE 
COMPLAINT 


London, Dec, 19. 

A Labour MP today asked 
the House of Commons to 
treat as a breach of Parlia- 
mentary privilege an ac- 
cusation by feading British 
medical men that Parlia- 
ment contains “practising 
homosexuals,” 

The charge appeared _ last 
week in a booklet on “Prostitu- 
tion and Homosexuality” by an 
Inquiry committee of the British 
Medical Association. The church, 
elvll service, press, radio and 
stage were also mentioned as 
institutions with homosexuals, 

Colonel Marcus Lipton con- 
tended this might be a breach 
of Parlnmentary privilege ond 
sald he had been unable to bring 
the matter before Parllament 
on Friday bgcause of lack of a 
copy of the booklet,

Control Board, which controls the tote, 


had won its 


appeal against the income tax authorities that its surplus 
should not be treated as prefit and thus become linble to 


tax. 


That imenans there shpuld be 
something Uke another half- 
millon pounds sterling for dis- 
tribution among various racing 
and blocdstock interests, In- 
eluding, prize money. It might 
be much more. 


This should please owners 
and trainers, <who have been 
grumbling about their hard lot, 
and have an indirect effect on 
the ordinary turf enthusiast. 
He should now fee bigger .and 
belter Nelda and it ‘should give 
the xaceccurse ‘atilhorities a 
chance ‘to “provide cheaper rac- 
ing and bettcr . amenities ‘for 
him, ‘He'-certabtly needs them, 
though of course the effect will 
nat ‘be felt yet! awhile. -
